Mr Macnab, furgeon at Fort Albany, in Had- 

fon’s Bay, in a letter to Dr Duncan, informs him, 

* that, in confequence of diretions from the Royal 
Society of London, he had performed, with very 
accurate inftruments fent him for the purpofe, differ- 
ent experiments, to determine the power of the vi- 
triolic acid in producing artificial cold ; and that he 
had found it much more powerful in producing arti- 
ficial cold than the nitrous acid. Thefe experi- 
ments will probably be publifhed at full length in the 
P::ilofophical ‘Tranfaétionss We may only obferve, 
that~ when the thermometer in the air ftood at 40 
degrees below o, by the aid of vitriolic acid and 
faow it was made to fink to 69 below o. This is 
confiderably lower than the thermometer fell in any 
of Mr Hutchins’s experiments performed at Hud- 
fon’s Bay in 1782. 

The commitment of the Baron de Tott to the 
Baitile occafions much fpeculation in the political 
world at Paris, where, it is in general believed, he 
will be made a facrifice, notwithftanding his great 
intereft at Court, to the refentment of the Porte.

&c..—laftead of paying attention to the French com- 
merce, it is faid, he was more deeply engaged in 
making his court to a Greek lady, married to a very 
unfortunate, but very honeft Frenchman ; this lady 
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made the Baron commit a number of follies and it- 
regularities unworthy of an Infpector General. 

The Confal at Smyrna, M. Peyfonnel, a gentle- 
man of fery greay merit and of unblemifhed integri- 
ty, was the-victimy of the Baron de Tott, to pleafe 
his miftrefs.  M. Peyfonnel merited rather t0 
the place of the Baron, than to be difmiffed by 4 
man fo much his isferior in point of commercial 
knowledge. A {pirit of intrigue, and fome certalo 
circamftances, which the Baron is not ignorant of, 
occafioned his promotion. In France fuch promo- 
tions are Common, ahd in fome other counties, 
where French manners are adopted. j

Court of Justiciary. 

This day, came on before the High: Court of 
Jufticiary, the trial of James Graham. the noted 
{windler. He is indicted at the inftance of his Ma- 
av the Advocate, at common law, for being guilty 
of fraud, and wilful impofition, and falfehood. He 
is alfo indi@ed upon the ftatute paffed in the zoth 
year of George IT. intituled, ** An act for the more 


_effeétual punithment of - perfons who fhall attain, or 


attempt to attain, poffeffion of goods or money, by 
falfe or untrue pretences ; for preventing the unlaw- 


‘ful pawning of goods; for the eafy redemption of 


goods pawned ; and for preventing gaming in public 
houfes, by journeymen, ‘labourers, fervants, aud ap- 
prentices ;’’ which aét proceeds upon the narrative, 
“ That diverfe evil-difpofed perfons, to fiapport their 
profligate way of life, have, by various fubtile ftra- 
tagems, threats, and devices, fraudulently obtained 
diverfe fums of money, goods, wares, and merchan- 
dizes, to the great injury of indultrious families, 
and to the manifelt prejudice of trade and credit.” 
It is therefore enacted, “* ‘That all perfons who, 
knowingly and defignedly, by falfe pretence or pre- 
tences, {hall obtain from any perfon or perfons, mo- 
ncy, goods, wares, or merchandifes, with intent to 
cheat or defraud any perfon or perfons of the fame, 


{hall be deemed offenders againft Jaw and the public - 


peace ; and the court before whom fuch offender or 


‘“offeaders fhall be tried, hall, in cafe he, fhe, or 


they, be convicted of any of the faid offences, or- 
der -fuch offender or offenders to be fined and im- 
prifoned, or be put in the pillory, or publicly whip- 
ped, or to be tranfported as foon as convenient- 
ly may be, according to the laws made for tranfpor- 
tation of felons, to fome of his’ Majelty’s colonies 
or plantations in America, for the term of feven 
years, as the Court in which any fuch offender or 
offenders fhall be convicted, fhall think fit and or- 
der.” ‘The indictment next proceeds to flate the 
particular acts of fraud of which Graham is charged 
with having been guilty, in the following order, viz.
